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DISSENTING STUDENTS DO NOT ASK TO SPEAK 


Six students were appoint- 
ed at Wednesday's Board of 
Directors meeting to present 
their views on the Molly Ir- 
win tenure case before the 
Faculty Evaluation Board. 

Students who appeared be- 
fore the Board’s closed hear- 
ing yesterday included Claude 
Duval, Dennis Smart, John 
Beck, Mike Johnson, Kay 
Peddingale and Jo Ann Don- 
ovan. 

Although they were not all 
active in the Committee for 
Student Recognition, all the 
students selected have ex- 
pressed support of Mrs. Ir- 
win. No students expressing 
agreement with the decision 
not to rehire Mrs. Irwin re- 
quested to address the Eval- 
uation Board 

The student speakers were 
recommended by ASSSC 
President John Poswall with 
the approval of the BOD. The 
Evaluation Board had last 
week requested the BOD be 
responsible for the selection 
of students. They had further 
requested that “divergent 
views, as they may exist, be 
presented.” 

To insure that this stipu- 
lation would be met, the BOD 
established a priority list of 
the pro-Irwin speakers at the 
Wednesday meet; if anti-Ir- 
win students came forward be- 
fore the announced deadline, 
they were substituted for one 
or more of the students favor- 
able to Mrs. Irwin. 

In other business, Poswall 


explained tnat a 60 column 
inch ad, expressing student 
support of State College fac- 
ulty pay raises; would appear 
in the Sacramento Union. The 
ad was printed yesterday.

Students Plea For Faculty Raise 


“A Plea to California Legis- 
lators From Students” was 
made yesterday in the form of 
a 60-column-inch advertise- 
merit in the Sacramento Union. 
The ad expressed support for 
a 11.2 per cent pay increase 
for State College faculty. 

The ad was financed by the 
Students to Save the State 
Colleges Committee, headed 
by student presidents of six 
State Colleges, including John 
Poswall of SSC. 

The major portion of the 
$250 cost of the ad was raised 
by SSC. The following cam- 
pus organizations contributed, 
according to Poswa!l! Phi Al- 
pha, Phi Kapp lr orfra- 
ternity council, Alpha Psi 
Omega, Kappa Ga: a, Tau 
Kappa Epsilon, Delta Sigma Pi, 
Iota Chi, Beta Alpha Psi and 
California College Republicans. 

Student contributors includ- 
ed Joel Sigusmund and Ken- 
r h Boltz. 

ibe advertisement was com- 
posed by Pogwall and included 


various points brought out in 
committee hearings that con- 
sidered the pay hike as part of 
the state budget. Six “trends 
of lowering quality of educa- 
tion” in the State College sys- 
tem were enumerated. They 
were cited as being: 

1) a steady increase in the 
number of staff hired withcut 
the Ph.D. degree or its equiv- 
alent, 

2) an increase in the num- 
ber of part-time teaching staff 
due to failure to obtain full- 
time staff, 

3) an increase in the num- 
ber of one-year appointments, 

4) an increase in loss of fa- 
culty, 

5) an increase in the number 
of job offers turned down and 

6) a steady increase in the 
number of jobs that go un- 
filled each year. 

The ad concluded with a di- 
rect appeal to state legislators: 

“The Trustees of the Cali- 
fornia State Colleges have 
asked for an 11.2 per cent 


pay increase for faculty to 
bring the State Colleges back 
into a competitive position. We 
ask your support for this in- 
crease. Since the Assembly 
Ways and Means passed the 
budget providing for 11.2 per 
cent and the Senate Finance 
passed it with a 6.7 per cent 
increase, the conference com- 
mittee will be responsible for 
working out the final version. 

“In those deliberations, we 
as students ask you to do all 
in your power to restore the 
State Colleges to the place they 
so rightfully deserve so that 
our mutual search for excel- 
lence in California education 
will not have been in vain.” 

Poswall explained that tear- 
sheets of the ad will be sent 
to all state legislators to in- 
sure that they take note of 
the students’ stand. 

Colleges on the committee 
included SSC, Fresno State, 
Chico State, Humboldt State, 
Long Beach State and Cal- 
State at Los Angeles.

Alexis 
Johnson, Deputy Ambassador 
to Vietnam, and William Bun- 
dy, Assistant Secretary of 
State. 

The conference will deal pri- 
marily with China and Viet-

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Pay Increase For Faculty 


Music Festival Opens Tuesday Trustees Bid For 
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Faculty Increase 


“California State Colleges 
are placing the greatest de- 
mand on the ‘academic mar- 
ket’ of any system of higher 
education in the nation,” ac- 
cording to the Third Annual 
Report on Personnel Matters 
made recently to the Governor 
and the Legislature by the 
Board of Trustees and the 
Chancellor 


The report called for a 17.6 
per cent increase in full time 
faculty for all the Colleges. 

The most important reason 
additional faculty members are 
needed is the growing enroll- 
ment (now 157,804) of the 
State Colleges. Another rea- 
son is the turnover rate among 
College faculty—about 50 per 
cent greater than that envi- 
sioned in the 1960 Master Pian 
for Higher Education in Cali- 
fornia. 

To meet the recruitment 
problem, the report proposes 
an average 11.2 per cent pay 
increase, adjustment of in- 
equities, improvements in sal- 
ary structure and many non- 
salary benefits for faculty and 
support staff. 

Since World War II, the re-

ganizations on the six cam- 
puses involved raised the $250 
for the ad. 

Poswall also reported that 
the curriculum’ evaluation 
would go to press today and 
that the evaluation results 
would probably be on sale 
May 10. This tentative date 
would be before pre-registra- 
tion for the fall semester. 

Poswall asserted the book- 
lets containing the evaluations 
of courses will not cost more 
than 50 cents. 

John Krier, student associ- 
ation manager, brought to the 
Board the recommendation of 
the Board of Finance that the 
ASSSC purchase 500 copies of 
the Buzzer (telephone direc- 
tory) from the California In- 
tercollegiate Press Associa- 
tion. The BOF also recom- 
mended a $375 loan to CIPA, 
to be repaid within three 


years. 

After much discussion, the 
BOD voted to refer the pro- 
posal back to the BOF, with 
a request that the possibility 
of loaning the CIPA the entire 
$575 be explored. 


port states, “... the colleges 
have been a major consumer 
of academic manpower. The 
system has now emerged as 
by far the largest employer of 
new academic talent in the 
country. 

“In 1965-66, the Colleges at- 
tempted to fill almost 1,700 
full-time equivalent positions. 
The 1,131 new full-time facul- 
ty successfully recruited rep- 
resents an increase of 400 per 
cent over the number recruit- 
ed 11 years before. 

“Given the current competi- 
tive nature of the academic 
market place and the pay log 
of the State Colleges, the staff- 
ing task becomes almost insur- 
mountable,” the report states.

The National Commitment

In a recent issue of Parade Magazine, a Massachusetts 
resident wrote, “President Johnson says we're going to 
meet our commitment in Viet Nam. Okay with me. Only 
I'd like to know exactly what our commitment is, who 
made it to whom, when, where, how many and for how 


long.” 


The letter demonstrates a sad truth—that the Ameri- 


can people have little to do with that war. The Our Com- 
mitment clause smacks of national patience with the 
Johnson administration, one which bypasses the formali- 
ty of declaring war through Congress. 

Johnson did not originate the commitment—the past 
two chiefs of state have been in on it, too. Men, money 
and supplies were put up by Eisenhower, and Kennedy 
extended the involvement with the addition of 17,000 


troops. 


Under the Southeast Asia Treaty Organization, the 


commitment is established and expanded as one of “se- 
curity.” According to Dean Rusk, secretary of State, it 
has been given to some 40 other countries. 

But, what is the U. S. commitment in Viet Nam? 
Simply, we are told, it is the commitment to fight until 


communist aggression ceases. 


In the interim, expect to 


know many who fall before the fire of the Vietnamese 


front.

To Teach 


Editor of the Hornet: 

Whether or not Mrs. Molly 
Irwin will be granted or de- 
nied tenure compels one to 
ponder the situation in both 
particular and general terms. 

In particular, one must at- 
tempt to understand why Mrs. 
Irwin’s students are fighting to 
keep her at Sacramento State. 
Apparently, she is a teacher 
who enables her students to 
apply class material to their 
lives in a very meaningful 
fashion. 


In general, one must reflect 
on the effect any decision on 
Mrs. Irwin’s case will have at 
Sacramento State. At present, 
it seems tenure is being de- 
nied Mrs. Irwin because she 
she has no Ph.D. and has not 
published enough — scholarly 
work. It also seems that Mrs. 
Irwin is a good teachers. If 
Mrs. Lrwin is being denied 
tenure because of the lack of 
a degree, any decision will in- 
fluence subsequent cases be- 
cause this situation is possibly 
one of the first times such an 
issue is to be decided at this 
college. 

Ultimately, the question of 
the importance and prestige of 
the Ph.D. must be answered 
The question must be answer- 
ed with great care. Not only 
could Sacramento State lose 
the fine teaching of Mrs. Ir- 
win, but it could also lose fu- 
ture teachers of great know- 
ledge—whose sole desire is to 
teach.

Jones to open the Social Sci- 
ence Forum. Needless to say, 
the faculty SS Forum Com- 
mittee was not consulted on 
the matter. (For those of you 
who had the misfortune to miss 
that inspirational 45 minutes 
in the Men's Gymnasium re- 
cently, Esther Lloyd - Jones, 
Phi Beta Kappa, is a firm be- 
liever in the SYSTEM because 
of her profound experiences as 
a psychologist and Girl Scout 
leader in 1492 who also, by a 
quirk of fate, just happened to 
be a professor and personal 
adviser to the dynamic duo of 
the SSC administration, Willis 
Black and Donald W. Baily.

‘Sheer Terror’ Describes Play

“Fright! That is the modern 
form of empathy,” said Fried- 
rich Duerrenmatt in 1961 and 
his play, The Visit, is an exer- 
cise in sheer terror 

We see Claire Zachanassian 
return to the town of her 
childhood after 35 years to seek 
revenge (she calls it “justice’’) 
of Euripidean proportions upon 
the man who wronged her as a 
girl; a billion marks (over 200 
million dollars today) for the 
life of Anton Schill who de- 
serted her and their unborn 
child. 

The haunted Anton is 
brought through abysmal hor- 
ror to a _ strangely ultimate 
compassion, a disquieting dig- 
nity which suggest salvation 
but hints at suicide. Anton's 
terror at watching his friends 
possessed by the prospect of 
wealth (even his family) and 
at watching his whole life de- 
voured by things is Duerren- 
matt’s powerful statement on 
the condition of Man: We are 
All whores, it’s just a matter of 
price! We are bought by 
money, purchased with doub- 
loons etched with Pride, Dig- 
nity and False Justice. LOOK 
at what we are, says Durren- 
matt, change it! It makes one 
think of Emerson’s “things are 
in the saddle and they ride 
mankind.” 

This is the play, vicious, 
powerful, moving and above 
all terrifying, but to see it 


performed is something else ° 


again. Sacramento State Col- 
lege has the finest theater in 
the area, consistantly surpass- 
ing the quality of those thea- 
tres “not a thousand miles 
from here.” The production I 
saw on opening night was 
merely excellent, it was not the 
superb theater to which we 
have been accustomed even 
though there are moments of 
great beauty. 

Marilyn Holt as Claire, the 
Eros-possessed divinity whose 
love has grown “into something 
evil, like white mushrooms 
that grow unseen in the dark- 
ness" was wonderful. Her 
Claire was, perhaps, a bit too 
impulsive and tempestuous, 
but she played the role with 
the consistancy and control of 
a promising actress. Her per- 
formance is well worth seeing. 

Anton Schill was played by 
John Kimbell, a capable actor 
who effectively executed his 
role with skill and occasionally, 
power. Anton eventually tries 
to run away from the town 
that wants to destroy him, but 
at the railway station he expe- 
riences something akin to an 
exorcism. This is Kimbell’s 
finest moment. This experi- 
ence is more than a physicel 


ual shift where he begins to 
ascend to the height of the 
playwright’s victim - hero. 
There is a difference between 
enlightenment and resignation 
and Kimbell’s character 
throughout the rest of the play 
is strongly tainted with bitter- 
ness which keeps him from at- 
taining the stature the author 
meant for him. 


The finest performance was 
given by Bruce Kinghorn as 
Bobby, Claire’s butler. He 
was magnificent. Bobby comes 
on like an Arctic wind sizzling 
with electricity. The part is 
small with few lines, but King- 
horn was absolutely chilling. 
Bobby’s coldness and complete 
detachment never failed to 
send shivers down the back- 
bone. It is Bruce’s best per- 
formance yet—he was perfect. 

Thomas Lynch is without a 
doubt the finest actor the col- 
lege has to offer and it’s time 
he was given the opportunity 
to work in a manner worthy 
of his talent. In short, as the 
doctor he was miscast. His 
performance in The Visit was 
superb, but unfortunately we 
“o not see enough of him. 


Though he lacks technical 
facility, Robert Hughes gave a 
performance worthy of men- 
tion as the pitiful teacher pos- 
sessed by the terror of what 
only he and Anton can see 
choking the town of Guellen. 
Hughes was too consumed by 
passion, but one is able to be- 
lieve him. 


On the technical side of the 
production, the black cata- 
combic sets framing the sinis- 
ter tragedy firmly establish 
John Gunn as an_ inspired 
scene designer. The fact that 
so much talent comes from an 
undergraduate student is un- 
nerving. The sets were shift- 
ed without a sound, smoothly 
and professionally which is a 
credit to the stage manager, 
Mike Bain. Shirley O’Donnol’s 
costumes were stunningly 
beautiful and appropriate, 
especially for Claire who glows 
like a blowtorch against the 
sets. 

Over the entire production 
one sees the gifted hand of the 
director, Robert Smart, a rela- 
tively new addition to the fa- 
culty and a person the cast 
and the college can be proud of. 

Other ectors who deserve 
mention are Henry Ernstthal, 
a splendid Burgomaster, and 
Robert Magee, Paul Jones, 
Ivan York, Orene Burt, Cindy 
Martin and Wolfgang Raesch 
who lended nice touches to a 
very good show. The Visit will 
continue its run beginning 
Wednesday, April 27, and clos- 
ing with the final performance 
on Saturday evening, Aprii'30
